ture of the house food control hill. 
It also was decided to forbid impor­ 
tations of distilled spirits and to au­ 
thorize the President to seize liquor 
now held in bond if needed for redis­ 
tilling purposes. 
222,000,000 Gallons In Bond. 


The President is directed by the lat­ 
ter 
provision 
to 
take all existing 
whisky and hard spirits in bond and 
redistill them. He shall pay lor the 
spirits. If the owner is dissatisfied 
by the price set by the government, lie 
can accept this and sue for the re­ 
mainder. It is calculated that there 
are some 222,000,00(1 gallons of spirits 
in bond. The taxes upon this, which 
the government expected to derive for 
the war revenue bill would bring the 
total close to $500,000,000. 
“ The sentiment of tho subcommit­ 
tee was overwhelmingly in favor of 
prohibition,” said Senator Gore, the 
chairman, "there w ere hut two against 
it. The committee seemed unwilling to 
prohibit the manufacture 
of 
spirits 
and allow tho President to make ex­ 
ception of the* others as had been pro­ 
posed at time«. This exception would 
have concerned the limitation of food­ 
stuffs in the manufacture of wine and 
beer. 
"There were three propositions be­ 
fore tile committee. The first was a 
flat prohibition sim ilar to that in the 
house bill. The second would forbid 
the use of foodstuffs in di. tilled spirits 
for beverage purposes and allow the 
President to make exceptions of food­ 
stuffs in malt and vinous liquors. The 
third would be

against tin- use o foodstuffs and giv­ 
ing tiie President power to make ex­ 
ceptions in emergencies.
